Of course, It's possible that 830 of the city's 7,72B register- 
ed voters expect to be out of town on election day, but It's 
not probable.

With the ilgnlng ol the aerman p^aco con- 
tract, another hlatoric atrlde haa been taken 
toward atablll^ and new atrenglh for the 
weitflm world.

The pact with Oermany does not cover 
the whole nation, but only the western zones 
occupied untU now by U. 8.^ British and 
. ..French tioops^lncoihf.E}^lBTitMcvp^I^t_ 
Oennariy and we could not gertogether with 
them otr,a treaty for all Qennany. wo have 
done the np3rt beat thing. If and when the 
country ia unified, our treaty will apply to all 
areas. 

Kot manr day* l^ck it had begun to look 
u U nally. grvrt otutaclM to the n»w Qer- 
man agreement were rlalng, especially among 
Chancellor Adenauer'* own majority coali- 
tion of parties. Temporarily, at leatt, that 
hai now changed. Opposition from the chan- 
cellor's al08« supporters has been muted. 

But though the entire free world may her- 
ald the signing of this treaty, there can be 
no euy assumption that the saUlns will now 
be imooth. The powerful German Socialists, 
led by the implacable, dyspeptic Kurk Schu- 
macher, are itoatly against the treaty and 
will buck It bard when, It comen up for 
ratification In the Bonn parliament. 

The pact alao must be ratified, of course. In 
the U. B. senate and the British and French 
letrtJlatures. The Labor party's attitude sug- 
gests ttiat in Britain, U nowhere else among 
the non-Oerman signatories, trouble may de- 
velop, The leftist Laborltes echo the Schu- 
mtcher argument that this agreement wreclu 
any early chance for Oornian unity. 

What«rer the effect upon unity, the treaty 
does give West Oermany most ol its sover- 
eignty back. It formally ends the allied oc- 
cupation, though not the presence o! allied 
troops on German soil. Hereafter they are 
there -as friends and protectors, much the 
ume as American troops are In Japan. 

In return tor Testorfitton of Its civil powers, 
West Oermany has pledged Itself to rearm 
and recruit oome 13 dlvlsloiui of 300,000 men. 
These unlta wbuld be Incorporated In the 
projected new slx-natlon Suropean defense 
army. 

nius the groundwork Is laid for West Ger- 
maoy to become a potent, independent ally 
of the allied nations In their continuing 
struggle to lave the'world from encroaching 
communism. This Is only the first step to- 
ward that goal, but it Is a major commitment 
and therefore It deserves the plaudits of all 
- Iree men. 

He Russians and many another will rail 
■gainst this treaty as destructlre of hopes tor 
for peace. In actuality it Is the opposite. It 
repreiinlSi as did the Japanese treaty, a 
courageous effort to bring back into the fam- 
ily of free nations a former enemy. Jt stands 
out as a constructive act symbolic of the will 
to muster every available ounce of strength 
against tyrarifalcai communists. 

To the extent that the free peoples are 
able to fulfill the promise of such acts as the 
German peace treaty, the outlook for peace 
will not be lessened but enhanced'.
